In xhe U.S. , on the heels of my informing the White House we could help them 
with their fight against Communism, the Food and Drug Administration cano into every 
large U.S. Org in a space of 48 hours (DC, IIY and LA) demanding evidence aboift the 
E-oetor. Evidently they are trying to confiscate all E-ueters in tho U.S. This 
r.eems most peculiar that they'd want out of existence a machine that detects Communists 
while they pretend to be mad at then. Y/e'll win out in this, too, if we're careful.

On the Saint Hill Course we 're making auditors of such calibre now I was very 
pleased with the auditing presence and skill of one auditor each from each unit. 

In training we've mado it, even though it remains hard work.

The calculated risk token on 23 January, 196j, has paid off. And nothing 
can stop us. • 

On that date I gsw that when the gun-waving Federal Marshals stormed the 
Church in’ Washington, we were in for a series of raids and enturbulent actions 
by governments. 

Therefore, as the officers of the various areas can tell you, 1 ordered 
them to fight a delaying action while I completed tho research. 

The strategy was thin - the only thing which would ultimately win for us 
was total technology; If I interrupted research to swat flies, we might loso.

I have been studying the subject of modern covernnent. As 
you know I was trained ‘in this subject (in one of the Universities 
the reporters Gay I never went to). 

Nearly every major country in the “free" vorld has been 
sporadically at war, by which I mean guns and soldiers, in ope 
place or another since 19 *» 5 . . 

Only one country 'has not. That ia Russia. Her 2,000,000 
nan army, amongst all major armies, has only had ‘two brief actions

She io engaged in this and continual propaganda attacks. By this 
she has kept in action all other major armies serving as "security 
forces", in "brush fire wars" or' revolts. 

Obviously the lesson is plain. To defend an area one' must 
attack. . . 

All other' major nations are fighting within their own terri- 
tories or on those of allies. • They are fighting on their owp 
soil or that of allies. They are losing. There isn't a ripple 
in the Russian homeland. 

So in this universe the winning tactic must be. to attac^. 

The losing tactic must be to only defend. 

. These "br.ush wars" are. inflating the funds of rather- extra- 
vagant western powers. It cost France £1 million a day to combat 
(and lose to) guerrilla forces in Algeria. It is costing thle US 
$J»0 billion to $50 billion a year to "police" Vietnam.. That was 
the total national budget a feu years ago! Thus Russia .is
